On April 20, 2000, GTE Southwest Incorporated (GTE) and VALOR
Telecommunications of Texas, LP (VALOR) filed a joint petition for waiver of the definition of
"study area" as set forth in Part 36 of the Commission's rules. That definition constitutes a rule
freezing all study area boundaries. The requested waivers would allow GTE to alter the boundaries of
its existing Texas study areas and allow VALOR to establish a new study area in Texas when
transferring 197 local telephone exchanges (315,000 access lines) from GTE to VALOR. Petitioners
submitted a letter from the Public Utility Commission of Texas (Texas PUC) indicating that the
Texas PUC has no objection to the issuance of a study area waiver associated with VALOR's
acquisition of the 197 telephone exchanges from GTE.
